There was no 
prejudice in the action of the bur- 
gess and council, the refusal of the 
petition being based solely upon the 
probable danger to human life and to 
property should permission be grant- 
ed to place a gasoline tank beneath 
the sidewalk. 


Information has reached Clearfield 


to the effect that the city of De- 
troit—where many automobiles are 
built every year—has ordered one 
hundred gasoline tanks removed from 
beneath the sidewalks of that city, 
giving their owners a certain period 
of time within which the order must 
be obeyed. The city of Detroit evi- 
dently believes that gasoline tanks 
located under sidewalks are danger- 
ous or an order of this kind would not 
have been issued. Gasoline is a dan- 
gerous substance at any time, but 
when exposed to possible ignition 
from cigar or cigarette ends it be- 
comes a menace to life and property. 
There certainly can be no criticism of 
thr action of council in declining to 
be a party to the placing of gasoline 
tanks beneath

Information has reached Clearfield 


to the effect that the city of De- 
troit—where many automobiles are 
built every year—has ordered one 
hundred gasoline tanks removed from 
beneath the sidewalks of that city, 
giving their owners a certain period 
of time within which the order must 
be obeyed. The city of Detroit evi- 
dently believes that gasoline tanks 
located under sidewalks are danger- 
ous or an order of this kind would not 
have been issued. Gasoline is a dan- 
gerous substance at any time, but 
when exposed to possible ignition 
from cigar or cigarette ends it be- 
comes a menace to life and property.
